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Fury erupts 
over council 
‘deceit’ in 
housing plan 
numbers row

SWALE council has refused to apologise 
over claims it was “deceitful and mis¬ 
leading” in a consultation leaflet about 
its new Bearing Fruits strategy. 

Chairman of Bapchild Parish 
Council, Andy Hudson, accused the 
local authority of failing to properly 
inform the public about the extent of 
house building up to 2031. 

He said the new leaflet stated there 
would only be “4,000 new homes over 
the next 20 years” when the total over¬ 
all figure is actually around 13,600, as 
set out in Swale council’s core strategy. 

The authority argued, however, that 
the leaflet related to the latest local plan 
document which focused on allocation 
of land and not the total number of 
homes planned for the borough. 

But Mr Hudson accused the council 


of being “deceitful” and said the consul¬ 
tation may be severely compromised. 

He said: “The leaflet clearly states, 
and I quote: ‘4,000 new homes over 
the next 20 years’ which is quite simply 
untruthful. 

“I was informed by the planning de¬ 
partment the final figure included in the 
core strategy was 13,644 and taking 
into account the 3,238 already con¬ 
structed leaves some 10,406 homes 
to be allocated over the next 20 years, 
which averages out at 520 per annum 
for the period.” 

Mr Hudson said the leaflet made it im¬ 
possible for people to understand. 

“Those questioned said they felt this 
was deceitful and highly misleading and 
had I not made them aware of this they 
would not have known,” he said. 

“The council must at once re-issue all 
the leaflets and make a full public apology.

Key moment in regeneration 
of town as work finally gets 
under way on paper mill site

TODAY marks a significant 
moment in the transformation 
of Sittingbourne and the start 
of a brighter future for the town 
centre. 

Leader of Swale Borough 
Council, Andrew Bowles, Scott 
Hammond of Essential Land 
and David Darbyshire of Mor¬ 
risons are due to put the first 
spade in the ground at the 
former paper mill site. 

The milestone marks the 
beginning of the regeneration 
of the area, which will include 
both a supermarket and water¬ 
side park. 


Essential Land, which owns 
the mill site, plans to create a 
mixed use development, with 
leisure facilities, a Morrisons 
supermarket, residential prop¬ 
erty, and retail units. 

Cllr Bowles said: “Sitting- 
bourne has been crying out for 
regeneration and I am really 
proud to be leading the bor¬ 
ough through what will be a 
tremendously exciting period. 

“We are already benefitting 
from the regeneration at Mil- 
ton Creek Country Park and 
we are very close to signing a 
development agreement with 
the Spirit of Sittingbourne Con¬ 
sortium. 

“That will trigger the physi¬ 


cal regeneration of the town 
centre. 

“This is real opportunity to 
embrace the investment in the 
area. 

“It will mean jobs to come to 
the area, for residents to have 
greater opportunities, for the 
retail spend to stay in the bor¬ 
ough to benefit the local econo¬ 
my more, and for children of 
the borough to grow up seeing 
the town grow around them. 

“This journey will begin with 
the foundations being dug on 
the Mill Site. 

“We could not be more ex¬ 
cited.” 

Phase one of the regenera¬ 
tion involves the development 


of Morrisons, parking and serv¬ 
icing areas and the provision of 
a petrol filling station. 

Phase two is a proposed park 
which would separate the food 
store from the residential prop¬ 
erties. 

The first part of phase three 
is the development of a water¬ 
side park on the land formally 
used as a working wharf for the 
paper mill. 

Outline planning permission 
for the remaining phases have 
been sought as part of the origi¬ 
nal application. 

These include the develop¬ 
ment of a leisure building 
adjacent to retail units in 
Sittingbourne retail park; 150

residential dwellings; and 
the provision of a heritage 
building to be sited at the 
entrance of the planned water¬ 
side park. 

Today, the implementation 
of plans for the mixed use de¬ 
velopment gets under way.

"I would also suggest that the 
deadline of the consultation is brought 
back to compensate for the lost time 
and that residents are allowed to 
withdraw any responses already made 
which might prejudice the results." 

But cabinet member for planning, 

Cllr Gerry Lewin, said Mr Hudson had 
taken the quote out of the context of 
the leaflet, which he said makes it clear 
the 4,000 figure relates to the amount 
of land needed for the next stage of the 
council's local plan. 

"The council refutes the allegation 
that the consultation leaflet or any 
information presented by the council 
has been ‘untruthful’," he said. 

"The plan and its supporting research 
base have been posted on the council's 
website as part of our consultation 


exercise to help understanding of the 
process. The leaflet is to alert people to 
the fact the information is there and 
very clearly brings the proposed new 
allocation areas to public attention. 

"The breakdown of the figures are 
set out in table 4.3.3 on page 42 of 
the draft strategy. 

"The plan period is 2006-2031, the 
total proposed housing over that period 
is 13,644 dwellings, however, 3,238 
houses have already been built. 

"A further 5,313 houses either 
already have planning permission or 
have been allocated by the current 
adopted local plan - these are retained 
as they have already been through a 
local plan public inquiry; 

"Therefore, we will need sites for a 
further 5,093 dwellings and we are 
assuming that 1,450 houses will come 


forward on windfall, in other words 
unanticipated, sites. 

"And so we need to allocate 
additional sites for 3,643 more houses 
to plan for the period up to 2031, and it 
is these sites which are the subject of 
the current Bearing Fruits consultation. 

"We do not therefore need to find 
new allocations for 10,000-plus houses 
as Mr Hudson claims. The 4,000 figure 
in the leaflet is a rounding up of the 
3,643 figure quoted above, and was 
intended to simplify matters." 

Cllr Lewin said the full quote in the 
leaflet reads: "We consulted you last 
year on the big issues and options 
facing the borough. 

"We have now moved on to the next 
stage - allocating enough land for new 
jobs and 4,000 new homes over the 
next 20 years - and would like your 


views on the draft proposals." 

Leaflets were distributed to every 
home, inviting people to have a say in 
the consultation which is due to run 
until May 18. 

Protect Kent, the county's branch of 
the Campaign to Protect Rural England, 
said while it commended the distribu¬ 
tion of leaflets, the contents "seriously 
undermined" the effectiveness of 
inviting responses to the consultation. 

Spokesman Jamie Weir said: "When I 
received this leaflet I was shocked to 
see it stating only 4,000 houses when I 
know that Swale Borough Council is 
actually planning around three times 
that number during the plan period." 

The organisation said the council was 
being "disingenuous" and the lower 
number of houses stated in the leaflet 
could result in a low level of response. 
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**Cops seek charities 

POLICE are hunting for charities to make dona¬ 
tions to following the sale of property seized 
during raids and operations. 

Officers want to draw up a short-list of 
charities which can benefit by around £400 
following the auctions. Swale Ch Insp Tony 
Henley said: "We would now like to hear from 
organisations in Sittingbourne, Faversham and 
Sheppey who would be able to put a donation to 
good use." Submissions deadline is April 25.

Flytipping figures drop 

FLYTIPPING across the borough has been re¬ 
duced for the fourth year in a row, according to 
the latest council figures. 

Swale Borough Council also said 98 per cent 
of streets in the area were "acceptably clear of 
litter" - a five per cent improvement on the 
figures from three years ago. 

David Simmons, from the the council's 
cabinet, said: "Residents tell us that flytipping 
and litter annoy them and so we try to target 
our limited resources at these issues." Any litter 
problems should be reported to 01795 417850.

Keep your car locked and remove 
valuables to discourage car crime 


MOTORISTS are being urged to 
take extra care with valuables 
in their cars as a 34-year- 
old awaits sentencing after 
pleading guilty to two counts 
of theft for swiping satellite 
navigation units. 

John Crittenden, of Labur¬ 
num Place, Sittingbourne, 
appeard before Maidstone 
Magistrates' Court this week 
charged with the two offences. 
After admitting his guilt he has 
been released on bail and will 
be sentenced at a later date. 

It follows two recent 
incidents in Faversham. 

On April 5, a sat nav was 
pinched from a vehicle in 
Preston Street. A witness gave 
chase and he was caught and 
identified by another member 
of the public before he evaded 
their grasp and escaped. 


Just three days later, 
another sat nav was stolen 
from a car in Church Road. 

The crook was named by a 
member of the public and 
police arrested him and found 
him in possession of the stolen 
units. Both were recovered 
by police and returned to 
the owners. 

The following day, 
Crittenden was hauled before 
the courts. 

Detective Sergeant Scott 
Machin from Kent Police said: 
"As the weather gets warmer 
we often find that car and van 
owners leave windows ajar on 
unattended vehicles to let air 
circulate, and we would urge 
them not to. 

"Opportunist thieves 
look out for this sort of lack 
of security and can strike 


in a matter of seconds. 

"We would advise all vehicle 
owners to fully secure their 
vehicles and take all valuables 
with them, this will help 
reduce the risk of becoming 
a victim of crime. In this case, 
thanks to vital help from 
members of the public, we 
have quickly located and 
arrested a man and put him 
before the courts." 

Car security and cutting 
down on motor crime forms 
a key part of the police's Stay 
Safe spring campaign. 

Key advice includes not 
leaving any valuables on 
display, wiping away the 
suction marks from your 
sat nav on the windscreen 
or dashboard and always 
removing the stereo unit 
if possible.

Bookies ready for a Grand day 
of business as punters race in

EVEN a return to the recession hasn’t managed 
to stop the stampede of punters racing to the 
bookies to place a bet on this year’s horse racing 
extravaganza, the Grand National. 

With wallets under pressure like never before, 
bookmakers were concerned they would be hard 
hit this year. But the flood of £l-a-time hopefuls 
are still set to turn out, hoping for better odds 
than the lottery. 

Even protests from campaign groups like Ani¬ 
mal Aid will not be enough to put off those hop¬ 
ing to whip up a quick profit on Britain’s favour¬ 
ite horse race. 

Peter Abela has run Hilltop Racing at High 
Street, Minister, for 15 years. He said: “I hope the 
recession won’t have any effect on us. 

“Last year, the interest for the National was 
good, in fact it is always busy. My biggest con¬ 
cern is mobile phone apps, which allow people to 
put on bets anywhere. 

“Most people who bet on the Grand National 
are what we call recreational gamblers that do it 
once a year with a fiver or £10, and they are al¬ 
ways coming in, so hopefully there will be no dif¬ 
ference to us.” 

Toni Ord from Coral, East Street, Sitting¬ 
bourne, said: “Grand National day is the busiest 
day of the year by a mile, and a day we all look 
forward to. 

“The atmosphere in the shop is different to any 
other day, with lots of customers making their 
only visit to a betting shop all year, so we make 
sure we offer as much help as possible to those 
who may not be familiar with placing a bet. 

“We expect this day to defy the gloom of the 
recession, after all, having a flutter on the Grand 
National is part and parcel of British life.” 

A spokesman for Ladbrokes said: “The reces¬ 
sion hasn’t really had much of a say in recent 
years and given the excitement at Cheltenham

this year, we think more people than ever will 
tune in and bet.” 

A spokesman for William Hill added: “We 
don’t expect there to be a drop in levels as a re¬ 
sult of the current climate. The industry saw 
healthy turnover during the recent Cheltenham 
Gold Cup, which is second only to the Grand Na¬ 
tional when it comes to betting, proving the re¬ 
cession hasn’t affected the big race meetings.” 

But protest group Animal Aid is angry the Na¬ 
tional is made that much harder on the horses 
for the sake of excitement. 

A spokesman said: “Every year around 400 
horses are raced to death in Britain. 

“At this event, the course is made deliberately 
difficult to add to the ‘excitement’ of the race 
and has claimed the lives of 36 horses over 
the last decade. Animal Aid would like to 
see the Grand National banned, for good. 


“It is the one time during the year that most 
people will be tempted to place a bet - often 
caught up in a frenzy. It is precisely these people 
we need to reach and tell them about the true 
horrors of the horse racing industry.” 

The group is once again holding a protest at 
Aintree, the Liverpool racecourse which hosts 
the National. 
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EXPLOSION 

Offshore blast 
as Navy called 
out to destroy 
wartime bomb

A SIX-FOOT long mine packed 
with explosives and potentially 
so dangerous it could have 
blown out the windows of 
nearby homes, was destroyed 
in a controlled blast last Sun¬ 
day - but only after being taken 
two miles off the coast. 

And when it was finally det¬ 
onated it sent up a plume of 
smoke and water that was 120 
metres high. 

The device had been dredged 
up by a fishing boat off the 
coast of Sheerness. On closer 
inspection it was found to con¬ 
tain around 1,600 pounds of 
high explosive, making it lethal 
for passing shipping. 

A Royal Navy team of bomb 
disposal experts were rushed to 
the scene and then took two 
days to finally make it safe with 
a controlled explosion. 

Initially, the German para¬ 
chute mine was expected to be 
destroyed last Saturday but 
technical issues put off the op¬ 
eration until Sunday. 

The delicate operation in¬ 
volved the use of air-bags to 
cushion the ordnance, which 


could then be towed to a safe 
distance off the coastline. 

It had been close to a major 
electrical cable when initially 
discovered by the fishing boat, 
which had to then gingerly let 
it back down to the seabed 
without setting it off. 

It was feared the blast radius 
could smash the windows of 
homes and cause alarm for an¬ 
yone unaware of what was go¬ 
ing on. 

Eventually, it was moved six 
miles east of Sheerness and two 
miles away from the coast at 
Warden Point. 

The four-man Navy team, 
part of Southern Diving Unit 2, 
was led by petty officer diver 
John O’Brien and specialises in 
removing old bombs. 

Commanding officer Lieu¬ 
tenant Dan Herridge said after 
the seven hour task: “Due to 
the amount of high explosive 
in the mine, which posed a sig¬ 
nificant risk to public safety, it 
was necessary for the mine to 
be lifted and taken to a safe lo¬ 
cation to be dealt with. 

“Because of the construction 
of them, they are all fully intact 
and ready to go. This was quite 
a large one. Potentially it could

Police battling crime ready for 
island’s busy summer season 


AS major steps are taken to enhance Sheppey 
as a tourist destination, police are determined 
to clampdown on crime from caravans on 
the island. 

With thousands of extra visitors set to 
descend this summer, police are calling 
on homeowners and business owners to be 
vigilant to help reduce the risk of becoming 
a victim of crime. 

Inspector Noel Stanley from Kent Police said: 
"During the summer months the Isle of Sheppey 
is a popular place to visit. We want to make sure 
that all those who visit have a safe and fun time, 
and don't become victims of theft and we will be 
working hard to target anyone who we believe is 
involved in such crime. 

"If anyone has any information about this sort 
of crime then they can give it to us in confidence 
and we will investigate and Look to disrupt and 
deter offenders. 

"We will continue to have officers on patrol, 
both in uniform and in plain clothes, to keep 
crime to a minimum and ensure everyone 
enjoys their visit to Sheppey." 


As part of the force's Stay Safe spring 
campaign, officers in Swale will be targeting 
those who attempt to steal valuable items 
from caravans. 

The call comes just a week after a new 
strategy was unveiled to boost visitor numbers 
and help revive the island's flagging economy. 

While island chiefs admit it still has a way to 
go before rivalling Kent destinations such as 
Canterbury and Whitstable, they believe crowds 
from Kent and London will flock once more. 

Among the ideas being considered by Swale 
Borough Council to help the campaign is to 
erect beach huts around the coastline. 

In Whitstable, these have proved hugely 
popular, with some changing hands for £40,000. 

While the asking price for the council-built 
Sheppey buildings would start far Lower, it is 
hoped such an introduction would help boost 
the island's attractiveness to visitors.

Life and death onboard the Titanic

AFTER a relaxing day, Kate Buss 
returned to her cabin still humming 
the hymns she and around 100 
other passengers had earlier been 
singing in the dining room. 

As she lay on her comfortable 
bunk bed reading a newspaper, she 
heard what she would later describe 
as sounding like “a skate on ice”. 

It would be a moment which 
would forever change her life. For 
the noise was the sound of doom 
for one of man’s most majestic feats 
of engineering. It was the crunch¬ 
ing of the iceberg which would sink 
the Titanic. 

For Miss Buss, the journey was 
very much a passage to a new life; 
as she travelled to marry her fiance 
in California. 

The third of seven children, she 
was born in Shakespeare Road, 
Sittingbourne, on December 28, 
1875 to her parents, James and 
Elizabeth. For the early part of 
her working life, she joined her 
brother, Percy James, at his grocers 
in Upper Hailing. 

After meeting the man she would 
eventually marry, Samuel Willis, of 
San Diego, she prepared to travel 
from her Kent home to the US, 
where the two would tie the knot. 

Well known in the village, resi¬ 
dents had fond memories of her pre-

At 36, she was travelling alone. 
She bought her £13 ticket for a 
berth in a second class cabin from 
Hedley Peters - a local travel agent 
- and was waved farewell as the 
boat left Southampton to embark 
on its debut journey. 

Her bunk bed was on E-deck and 
on the day the boat set sail she 
wrote a letter to her brother Percy 
on Titanic headed note-paper, 
where she expressed her fears about 
suffering sea sickness. It would 
prove to be the least of her worries. 

After hearing the scraping of the 
iceberg which tore a gaping hole in 
the boat’s hull, she joined fellow 


passenger Marion Wright in taking 
to the deck to discover the cause of 
the noise and hear of the boat’s 
scrape with the ice. 

As they came to terms with what 
was quickly becoming an emerging 
disaster, passenger Douglas Nor¬ 
man told her to wrap up in warmer 
clothes before she was told to board 
a lifeboat along with Miss Wright. 

While the tragedy unfolded, 
the lifeboat left the scene and 
was met by the Carpathia - the 
boat which responded to the emer¬ 
gency calls and collected much of 
the survivors. 

She would be the last person to 
leave the lifeboat to board the boat 
due to her fear of heights and the

After making use 
of the client parking, we entered the restaurant's attractive 
interior and were greeted by friendly staff who promptly showed 
us to our table. The dining area was a pleasant haven, with

With more than 
enough choice before us and every dish sounding tempting, we 
enlisted the advise of our helpful waiter. The staff here are 
always available to provide details of fresh ingredients and 
explain more about the methods of cooking. 

Starting with the banquet platter for two allowed us to sample a 


choice of different flavours, and we very much enjoyed the 
samosa, tikka and fish kola. I would have been happy to eat my 
lamb pasanda main course forever - the creamy sauce was 
that delicious. Served with lemon rice, a delicately spiced 
chicken rezela and a tasty peshwari naan bread, our mains 
were so satisfying that we simply couldn't fit dessert in and 
instead finished a lovely evening with coffee. Dining at the Mint 
Leaf Lounge is definitely dining with class".

prospect of climbing the rope 
ladder onto deck. But eventu¬ 
ally she would complete her 
voyage - unlike so many oth¬ 
ers - and arrive in New York. 

Upon her arrival she was 
taken to a hostel and assisted 
by an American reverend who 
had been contacted by the then 
vicar of Sittingbourne calling 
on him to help her. 

After receiving funds from 
the American Red Cross, she 
eventually reached San Diego 
and just a month after the Ti¬ 
tanic set sail, she married. 

She would go on to enjoy a 
long life and have two children. 
Friends and relatives say she 
would never be able to talk 
about the Titanic disaster with¬ 
out becoming very emotional. 

She died in July 1972 in Or¬ 
egon, aged 96. 


The events of that fateful 
night on April 14,1912, would 
not be so kind to another man 
from Sittingbourne. 

Richard Rouse, a 50-year- 



old coal miner from New Road, 
was emigrating with his family 
to the US after losing his job in 
a coal strike. 

Travelling in third class, on a 
ticket costing £8, records are 
fewer and far between, but it is 
understood he travelled alone 
ahead of his family in an effort 
to secure a job and somewhere 
for them to live First. 

Legend has it that when his 
wife and daughter came to 
wave him off from Southamp¬ 
ton, Mrs Rouse remarked: 
“This ship is too big, it will 
never reach America,” 
and attempted to talk him out 
of travelling. 

His body, if recovered, was 
never identified, and may well 
have been one of the many to 
find a final resting place at the 
bottom of the ocean.

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REMEMBRANCE 

Villagers determined to honour 
their war dead with memorial

RESIDENTS in the village of Upchurch are being 
urged to help create their first proper official war 
memorial. 

Two locals have decided the village needed 
its own central location for remembering those 
who have fallen in the various conflicts over 
the generations. 

Currently there are just two plaques inside St 
Mary’s church - one each for those lost during 
each of the world wars. 

So over a lunchtime drink, retired Fleet Street 
printer and now owner of the only bed and 
breakfast in Upchurch, Philip Newbery, and 
freelance photojournalist Mike Gunnill decided 
to do something about it. 

They admit to being surprised there wasn’t a 
proper civic war memorial for Upchurch. 

And when they mentioned it to other locals 
the response was overwhelmingly positive. 

To ensure the plaques contained a complete 
listing of those who died during the conflicts, 
they recruited the help of Ashford historian Dav¬ 
id Hughes. 

He has, for the last 50 years, been involved in 
researching and helping Kent villages seek lists 
and names of their local war dead. Despite suf¬ 
fering recent illness Mr Hughes agreed to take on

the project and fully research the village fallen. 

Now a complete listing has been produced - 
revealing 16 new names for the dead of World 
War One, a further seven for World War Two 
and one from the Second Boer War. 


Each of the ‘new’ 24 have now been re¬ 
searched, along with the 39 already listed. 

The total research is not yet finished but is ex¬ 
pected in about a month. 

Once the complete list is known, members of 
the steering group, Mr Newbery, his son Louis 
Newbery, and Mr Gunnill are asking residents 
for their views and comments on a proposal to 
erect a civic war memorial at a site within the 
village. 

Mr Newbery said: “This has to be a decision of 
the village whether we respect those who fought 
for our country and never returned to Up¬ 
church. 

“Like many I am amazed we haven’t got a 
proper civic war memorial - something that 
could be seen on a daily basis in our village by 
residents and those passing through. 

“The present memorial is sited inside the 
church and it is clear now, doesn’t contain a full 
listing of village fallen. 

“As a village we must correct this if possible, if 
only as a mark of respect. ” 

Mr Newbery is asking for anyone with com¬ 
ments to write to him at Suffield House, The 
Street, Upchurch Kent ME9 7EU or send an email 
to suffieldhouse@talktalk.net.

As predicted, 
road closure 
hits garden 
centre profits

OWNERS of a Newington garden centre were 
this week counting the cost of the closure of 
the High Street and said they were shedding 
“hysterical” tears after trade over the busy Easter 
period was decimated. 

Carol Sage who runs Gardening World just off 
the A2, had warned before the gas main work 
got under way that it could have a devastating 
affect of her business. 

And coupled with the disappointing weather 
which plagued the long bank holiday weekend, 
she said trade was severely hit. 

She said: “It was absolutely dreadful for me. 
I am laughing about it now, but it is more of a 
hysterical laugh. I just hope it can be better or¬ 
ganised if they do all that again. 

“They had to do it while the children were off 
school because the volume of traffic would be 
down. But the sign posting they did was awful. 

“Some [signs] just said road closed, and the 
police at the road blocks were not letting drivers 
through to us. 

“The gas works should have happened last 
August. But farmers were worried about doing 
it so near their harvests so it was moved to the 
Easter weekend, which should have been my 
busiest time.” 

Elsewhere, the disappointing weather had an 
impact on some of the areas top tourist spots. 

At Farming World, near Faversham, hopes 
of a repeat of the warm sunshine of two weeks 
ago failed to materialise - but bosses said trade 
remained brisk. 

Owner Georgina Watson said: “We had a great 
week last week, with visitors figures for the seven 
days being pretty comparable with this time last 
year. Good Friday was one of the busiest days 
since we took over the running of the farm at the 
start of last year. 

“It was a shame the weather deteriorated for 
the bank holiday as entrants to the Easter bon¬ 
net competition and to the farm generally were 
down on this day compared to previous years.” 

Jo James, the Kent Invicta Chamber chief exec¬ 
utive, said: “Generally a little rain does encourage 
people to go out spending to cheer themselves 
up. If there was bright sunshine over the Easter 
weekend, people would have been sitting on the 
beach not spending any money at all. 

“So perhaps we could do with some more rai n 
- for lots of reasons as we are in the middle of a 
drought too.”

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HISTORY 

Tradition is cherry on 
the top of our orchards

THESE fascinating images pro¬ 
vide a window into a world 
dating back nearly 100 years 
to when the local cherry crop 
provided a vital injection into 
the area’s economy. 

And it was back in 19 2 7 that 
a tradition began to bless the 
orchards and their crop. 

It would see villagers gather 
in the cherry orchards each 
spring and offer prayers for a 
successful harvest. 

Evolving from the ancient 
wassailing ceremonies - held 
in January to awaken apple or¬ 
chards from the winter and en¬ 
courage them to thrive - the 
events became key dates in the 
community’s calendar. 

Back then Newington was 
renowned for its many cherry 
orchards and their abundance 
of snowy white blossom which 
would dominate the local land¬ 
scape. 

So famous did it become that 
sightseers, artists and photog¬ 


raphers would flock from far 
and wide to witness the tradi¬ 
tional spring sight. 

However, the ceremony was 
discontinued in 1975 as im¬ 
ported cherries flooded in. 

The cheaper competition 
would prove too much for the 
local industry. 

Newington’s cherry produc¬ 
tion reduced and as they 


stopped turning a profit, so 
landowners felled the trees and 
wave upon wave of orchards 
began to disappear. 

But since 2008 the blessing 
of the orchards has returned as 
it became part of the annual St 
George’s weekend celebra¬ 
tions. 

And it will be one of the high¬ 
lights of this month’s events

Sending out all the right signals 


The digital TV revolution is about to hit Kent. Tony Gray from Digital 
UK offers a switchover guide for any worried viewers still out there... 


IN A night of savage winter 
storms a couple of years ago, I 
stood in a seaside village hall 
extolling the virtues of digital 
television. 

From the back of the room, a 
white-haired old man looking 
every inch an Old Testament 
prophet called out: “I tell you it 
just won’t bloody work! And 
even if it does, no-one will be 
able to understand it. You are 
murdering the best television 
service in the world.” 

Hundreds of village meetings 
later, I’m quietly relieved to 
say the Jeremiahs seem to 
have been proved wrong. The 
homicide squad haven’t come 
knocking on my door yet. 

This Wednesday, analogue 
TV signals will be turned off for 
viewers in north Kent who pick 
up their signal from the Crystal 
Palace transmitter in London. 

Switchover in other parts of 
Kent starts on 30 May and runs 
throughout June. 

By next Wednesday, 89 per 


cent of the UK - more than 23 
million homes - will have 
switched successfully from ana¬ 
logue to digital-only television. 

It’s the biggest change in 
British broadcasting in nearly 
half a century. 

There are three simple, gold¬ 
en rules to make sure your TV 
screen doesn’t go blank at 
digital switchover: 

1. If you’re still watching four 
or five channels on ana¬ 
logue TV, convert it with 
a digital box costing on av¬ 
erage £25. 

2. If you already watch 
Freeview (digital TV through 
an aerial), retune your 
equipment to avoid losing 
channels. 

3. If you have satellite or cable 
TV, you don’t need to do 
anything. 

Virtually every analogue TV 
can be converted to digital and 
most homes will be fine with 
the aerial they have at the 
moment. 


Switchover is happening so 
that high-power Freeview chan¬ 
nels can be broadcast to almost 
every home, including free 
high-definition TV channels. 

Quite rightly, everyone asks 
me how older and disabled peo¬ 
ple will survive. 

A couple of weeks ago, I met 
a 9 2-year-old lady in one of our 
advice centres. 

She sat down for a quick les¬ 
son in how to fit a digital box, 
went straight home to convert 
all the TVs in her house... then 
came back with home-made 
chocolate cupcakes to say 
thank you. 

“I’m delighted I could do it,” 
she said with a smile. “It was a 
great feeling to be able to tell 
my grandson I didn’t need his 
help with new technology.” 

Cupcakes aside, there’s lots 
of help and information availa¬ 
ble for everyone. 

For those aged 75 or older, or 
with certain disabilities, the 
Switchover Help Scheme can

Vagaries of inheritance 
tax in black and white 


Q MY wife and I understand we 
can avoid inheritance tax by 
gifting property now, as long as 
we then live for seven years. However, 
would capital gains tax be payable? 

We have made wills leaving enough 
to our daughters and grandchildren 
to use up the tax-exempt amount, 
with everything above that passing 
to whichever of us is the survivor. 

This means that on the second death, 
anything above the exempt slice will 
be taxed at 40pc. Is there any publica¬ 
tion that would help us? 

A AS you clearly know, anything 
passing from one spouse to the 
other escapes inheritance tax. 
There are other exemptions, too, 
including bequests to charity. And, 
of course, the first £32 5,000 of your 
estate is exempt. The advantage of 
making major gifts now is that after 
seven years those gifts will drop out 
of your estate completely and escape 
inheritance tax. Capital gains tax could 
be due if gifts consist of stocks and 
shares or similar assets that would be 
subject to gains tax if you sold them. 
But gains tax is 18pc or 28per cent, 
depending on your overall tax position 
- well below the 40pc inheritance tax 
rate. And, if you gift money rather 
than taxable assets, there is no gains 
tax. The consumer organisation 
Which? publishes a useful book about 
ways of ensuring your family will 
benefit rather than the taxman. Giving

k YOU wrote recently about the 
I safety of company pension 
y schemes. I left a company in 
, with a pension frozen until my 
retirement, when it was found that 
pension funds were missing. Did the 
Pension Protection Fund that you 
mentioned only affect pension schemes 
after it was launched in 2005, and 
how quickly does it step in and start 
payments to pensioners? Is there any 
link between it and something called 
the Financial Assistance Scheme? 

A THE Pension Protection Fund 
was set up by Parliament in 
2004, to help people whose 
company pension scheme had gone 
bust. The key date is April 6, 2005, 
when it opened for business. The 
PPF can help only if the pension 
scheme got into trouble and started to 
be wound up on or after that date. 

The fund aims to step in within 2 8 
days of problems arising and take 
over payments at 90pc-100pc of 
agreed pensions. The similar Financial 
Assistance Scheme is now run by the 
PPF, but can help members of pension 
schemes already in trouble before the 
PPF began. 


k MY parents have offered to 
invest £500 in premium bonds 
£for each of our two children, 
who are aged four and two. My 
husband and I are very grateful, but 
we are concerned about what might 
happen if, say, our daughter’s bonds 
won £lm and our son’s bonds won 
nothing. It would affect them for the 
rest of their lives. Is there any legally 
binding way to put the full £1,000 
into bonds in their joint names? 

A ACCORDING to the rules, 

premium bonds have to be in 
the name of one person. They 
cannot be held jointly. You can get 
round this, though. While your 
children are under 16, any prizes will 
be paid to you, so you could simply split 
the money between them. However, I 
suppose there is always the chance that 
20 years from now, the child whose 
bond won a big prize might ask 
awkward questions, or even threaten 
to sue you for the “missing” half that 
had gone to the other child. So if your 
parents agree, my suggestion is to 
register the bonds in your name. 

You will get a certificate for £1,000 in 
bonds, and you can make a note on it 
to say that it belongs to your children. 
Then you can share any prizes between 
them without risking one child trying 
later to demand the lot.

k PLEASE explain how advertise- 
I ments can suggest putting 
^£10,680 into a tax-free Isa 
scheme when the legal limit is only 
£5,340. Are the advertisements aimed 
at couples? 

A THERE are two types of individu¬ 
al savings account (Isa). You can 
put £10,680 into a stocks and 
shares Isa, or up to £5,340 in a cash 
Isa and the balance into shares, as long 
as you do not exceed £10,680 in all. 

Q I AM 18 and earn less than the 
tax threshold but I still have to 
pay national insurance. Why 
are the starting points not the same? 

A THE tax and national insurance 
systems developed separately. 
The Government would like to 
merge them with the same thresholds, 
but this is not easy. People already 
retired have paid for their state 
pensions and now pay no more 
national insurance, so merging the 
two systems would mean pensioners 
paying extra tax for no extra benefit.

Paying hidden price for 
overseas transactions 

Be careful how you use your debit card abroad, otherwise 
the charges can quickly mount up, says ADAM AIKEN 



TIPS ON USING DEBT CARDS ABROAD 


1) Debit cards are Linked to current accounts, so check your account 
balance (and overdraft facility, if relevant) before you go. 

2) Check the expiry date on your card. You don't want it running out 
while you're abroad. 

3) Find out how much you will be charged for purchases and cash 
withdrawals. For example, it's possible that making a few, Larger 
withdrawals will cost you less than making many smaller ones. 

4) Let your bank or buiLding society know you will be overseas. If you 
do not do this, you run the risk that your card provider sees foreign 
transactions as fraudulent, and blocks the card. 


DYNAMIC CURRENCY CONVERSION 


WHETHER or not you have a debit card that charges you for using it 
abroad, take care not to fall for "dynamic currency conversion". 

This is the idea that a retailer or a restaurateur offers you the chance 
to pay in either Local currency or sterling. Although your initial thought 
might be to be pay in sterling, you'll almost certainly Lose out. 

“While this sounds a good idea in that you know how much you'll be 
charged, the problem is that it gives the retailer the opportunity to use 
an uncompetitive exchange rate, which could see you paying over the 
odds by 3pc or 4pc," said Andrew Hagger at Moneynet. 

In most all situations, complete the transaction in the Local currency 
and Let your bank make the conversion at its own exchange rate. 


DEBIT cards are seen by many people 
as the easy way to pay for goods and 
services. 

They are accepted in most shops, 
you can often use them to get cash¬ 
back when you make a purchase, 
you can use them online, and they 
are free to use. 

Well, up to a point... 

Debit cards might be free to use in 
the UK, but if you try to use one while 
you are abroad, you are likely to be 
stung with high charges, for both 
purchases and cash withdrawals. 

Occasional usage is probably bear¬ 
able for most people, but it won’t take 
long for these charges to mount up if 
you use a card overseas regularly. 

“Debit card charges for overseas 
transactions continue to be a major 
bugbear for consumers,” said 
Andrew Hagger, a spokesman for 
Moneynet.co.uk. 

“While a debit card costs you noth¬ 
ing to use in the UK, in the majority 
of cases you will be charged for cash 
withdrawals and purchases when 
abroad. 

“Many customers choose their 
current accounts based on the credit 
or debit interest rates, yet for people 
who travel abroad, a fee-free debit 
card could save them far more over 
the course of a year.” 

A few providers, such as Metro 
Bank, and Norwich and Peterbor¬ 
ough Building Society, offer fee-free 
debit cards, but the vast majority of 
cards come with high charges. And 
most of these cards impose not one, 
but two charges every time they are 
used - a foreign loading fee plus a 
transaction or withdrawal fee. 

If you were charged a loading fee 
of 2.75pc and a withdrawal fee of 
2pc, you would be stung for £4.75 
for making a withdrawal of £100 in 
foreign currency. And don’t forget 
that banks and building societies also 
impose their own exchange rates on 
you when they convert your trans¬ 
actions into sterling. 

Mr Hagger said: “If you look at a 
scenario in which a family is on holi¬ 
day for two weeks in the sun, and 
they make five cash withdrawals of 
the equivalent of £100 and eight 
debit card purchases worth £50, 
they could easily be faced with a total 
charges bill of £45 or £50.” 

People would never entertain the 
idea of using a cash card in the UK 
that charged us so much for with¬ 
drawing our own money, but we 
seem to be more accepting of it when 
it comes to overseas use. 

Louise Holmes, a spokesman for 


Moneyfacts.co.uk, said planning was 
key for travellers who did not have 
fee-free cards. 

“Many of us are used to free bank¬ 
ing, so it can be easy to assume we 
won’t be charged for using our debit 
cards overseas,” she said. 

“This can be a costly mistake, 
however, with charges applied both 
for taking money out of a cash ma¬ 
chine and for making purchases in 
stores abroad. Minimum charges will 
apply when withdrawing cash 
abroad, so it may be worth planning 
a few days ahead based on your plans 
for the holiday. 

“In the midst of having fun, it can 
be difficult to keep a close eye on 


spending and overseas charges can 
soon mount up.” 

Mr Hagger added: “It is better that 
you are aware of these charges be¬ 
fore you jet off, rather than get a 
nasty shock when you get home, 
so contact your bank to find out 
what charges are applicable for both 
purchases and cash transactions 
when outside the UK. 

“At least if you understand the 
overseas charges, you can adjust 
your spending pattern accordingly. 

“For example, you don’t want to 
be making cash withdrawals or pur¬ 
chases of £10 or £20 if you’re going 
to be hit with charges of £ 1.50-plus 
each time.”

Getting the high street moving 

An obvious indicator of the health of the British economy is the high street Online sales account for an 
ever-increasing chunk of the retail trade, but footfall in shops is vital to the business health of a 
community, with cash coming in at the sharp end of trade. Last month the Business Week team took a 
walk down Hythe high street to gauge how stores were coping in the face of economic uncertainty, while 
the Labour Party has been canvassing the same businesses and asking what they need to prosper. And in 
addition to all this, the Government has appointed retail guru Mary Portas to give her thoughts about 
possible solutions. Nick Ames investigates further how we can pull our high streets out of trouble.

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F REE parking is the No 1 priority if 
businesses are to prosper in troubled 
Hythe high street, according to a 
survey by the Labour Party. 

In a poll of 76 businesses con¬ 
ducted earlier this year, free parking 
emerged as almost twice as important as any 
other issue. 

About half the businesses polled wanted at 
least two hours’ free parking for shoppers in the 
high street, with just 2 per cent of shopkeepers 
suggesting that free parking should be for less 
than the one-hour period currently available. 

In an article earlier this year, Business Week 
showed how declining footfall and the economic 
situation was putting many shops in the town 
under threat of closure. 

Retailers called for any help they could get in 
attracting new custom - and parking was the 
main area identified as they said customers visit¬ 
ing supermarkets had to park too far away from 
smaller stores and were discouraged from casual 
visits. 

Matt Hillyer, producer of the survey, said he 
was surprised at the result. “We didn’t expect 
parking to rate as more important than business 
rates or advertising, but the response has been 
almost unanimous,” he said. 

“The shop-owners we spoke to thought it was 
the easiest and most effective way to bring 
people to Hythe and gave them an even platform 
on which to compete with the supermarkets. 
Two hours’ free parking was viewed as the ideal 
length of time for customers to spend in town.” 

The survey coincides with Shepway District 
Council’s draft parking strategy, which suggests 
reducing free on-street parking to 30 minutes in

high streets, in a bid to persuade drivers to park 
in under-used car parks. 

“The council should listen to the businesses in 
the high streets and increase the time limits to 
allow people to shop for longer,” said Peter Wal¬ 
lace, secretary of the local Labour group. 

“We’ve heard from the shops, particularly the 
restaurants, cafes and hairdressers, that they 
want at least two hours’ free parking for their 
customers, because one hour isn’t enough. 

“If the council make those changes, we predict 
Shepway could attract thousands more custom¬ 
ers to our towns per year, as well as bringing 
countless other benefits.” 

Across the town centre, shop-owners have re¬ 
ported that takings at the till are down dramati¬ 
cally, footfall is declining and rents are increas¬ 
ing - all factors that they say could see some 
stores closing their doors by the end of the year. 


Typical problems are those experienced by 
Alan Fairbairn and his wife Susan, who run 
Trouvailles antiques store. They say that takings 
are down two-thirds from their peak and rent 
has increased by half. 

“We took over a 16-year lease on the shop,” 
said Mr Fairbairn. “There is provision for an 
increase in rent in the contract, but nothing for a 
cut when takings are down - as they are.” 

Mrs Fairbairn explained how the business had 
suffered over recent years. 

“There was a time when the value of antiques 
was really high,” she said. “But the market has 
decreased in the last few years. We have a lot of 
stock which we bought during the boom time 
but are having to sell at a loss. 

“People wanted the feel-good factor of buying 
as little as 18 months ago, but now they just 
aren’t.” 


Could £10 market stalls point more prosperous way ahead? 


A BUSINESS survey has revealed that 
in 2011 the larger high-street chains 
closed an average of 14 stores a day 
across Britain. 

So in this difficult retail market, 
chartered-accountancy group ICAEW 
is encouraging entrepreneurs to take 
advantage of a Government-backed 
scheme offering market stalls for £10 
over a fortnight this summer. 

For those starting a new business or 
wishing to extend an existing venture, 
it says the Love Your Local Market 
campaign offers a low-cost, low-risk 
way to test a new product. 

The market-stall initiative will run 
from Saturday, June 23, to Sunday, 
July 8, and is the first official response 
to the Portas Review - an independent 
review of the English high street 
undertaken by Mary Portas, a leading 


marketing consultant appointed by 
Prime Minister David Cameron. 

Ashford, hit badly by store closures, 
is applying to be one of 12 'Portas 
Pilots' - towns that will share 
a £1 million Government 
handout in a bid to turn 
around their high streets. 

Ms Portas has called 
for a National Market 
Day to promote markets 
and allow budding 
shopkeepers to try their 
hand at operating a low- 
cost retail business. 

The review also urged

regulations be removed to make it 
easier for people to become market- 
traders. 

Fay Webster, ICAEW's South East 
regional director, said: "Market trading 
allows entrepreneurs to be flexible 
and take their trade to customers 
without being tied into expensive 
long-term property leases. 

"It is a great way to test their 
offering in a low-cost, risk-free 
environment. 

"The old model of starting in 
retail with an immediate 

commitment to a shop in 
a town centre has 
been challenged by 
online and out-of- 
town shopping. 
New retailers 
have to be 


convinced that there is a sufficient 
demand for their product before 
committing to a lease." 

The Love Your Local Market scheme 
provides a great platform to get a new 
business idea off the ground without 
incorporating unnecessary costs. 

Traders will get to interact with the 
public and fellow traders and build a 
good network of customers and 
colleagues and a sense of community. 

"The scheme gives budding retailers 
the opportunity and space to develop 
and flourish in a friendly, relaxed 
environment," said Webster. 

"Market stalls, such as Christmas 
markets, have always succeeded in 
bringing people together to sell, share 
and socialise and are a fantastic testing 
ground for entrepreneurs introducing a 
new product."

Telecare has its finger 
on the pulse of heart 
patients way out west

HEALTHCARE specialist Red Alert Telecare, 
based in Ashford, has landed a contract to sup¬ 
port heart-disease patients across Dorset. 

The company will be installing and maintain¬ 
ing monitoring devices that will allow hundreds 
of people to remain living safely and independ¬ 
ently at home. 

By carrying out their own daily checks on a 
number of vital health indicators and forward¬ 
ing the data to their GP or health specialist, the 
500 coronary-care patients will be able to live 
normal lives, safe in the knowledge that any 
issues will be flagged up by the technology and 
will alert medical help. 

Two years ago, Red Alert Telecare played a 
leading role in a Department of Health trial - 
called a whole-systems demonstrator - that 
proved the merits of the life-changing techno¬ 
logy, known as ‘telehealth’. 

Now the company is working with leading 
provider Telehealth Solutions to install its 
technology in homes across the West Country 
county on behalf of NHS Dorset, Bournemouth 
and Poole. 

The equipment, which is freely available to 


those with long-term chronic obstructive pul¬ 
monary disease, allows people to monitor their 
blood pressure, blood oxygen level, weight and 
heart rate and record the results using a simple, 
menu-driven touch-screen tablet computer. 

It also asks a number of routine questions 
about how the patient is feeling. 

“This is remarkable technology and it can 
make a huge difference to patients who would 
otherwise have to visit outpatients for regular 
checks or contact their GP if they thought some¬ 
thing might be wrong,” said Red Alert Telecare 
managing director Clive Gawler. 

“It has been clearly demonstrated that this 
type of equipment reduces emergency admis¬ 
sions to hospital and, more importantly, has 
saved lives by drawing attention to potentially 
fatal conditions.” 

“We are delighted to be working with Red 
Alert on this important project,” said Tim Shaw, 
operations director at Telehealth Solutions. 

“Installing and maintaining this technology 
is not just specialised but plays a vital part in 
ensuring that the systems work correctly.” 

When the data has been collected, the patient 
sends it to a central computer using a roaming 
mobile-phone connection and it is compared 
against that person’s normal parameters. 



Gawler said: “If anything is flagged up as be¬ 
ing unusual, the system alerts the right medical 
person, who can then take action.” 

“It allows the patient to become more involved 
in managing their own condition and prevents 
them undertaking what might be a long or 
difficult journey for a check-up that just proves 
nothing has changed.” 

“As well as giving people back their independ¬ 
ence, telehealth has the potential to save the 
health service millions of pounds in unnecessary 
appointments and emergency admissions, as 
well as freeing up professionals’ time and hospi¬ 
tal beds.” 


Aussie flat-packing is 
good business sense 

HYTHE company Gopak is investing for the 
future and flying the flag for Britain as its faces 
competition in the market from Chinese imports. 

The business, which 
produces lightweight 
folding tables for 
customers including 
schools, community 
halls and churches, has 
recently expanded its 
operations after 
acquiring a licence to 
produce a product 
designed in Australia. 

"The last four years 
have been very challenging," said managing 
director Andrew Fieldwick, above. 

"But when the Australian opportunity came 
along, we had to take it. We worked out how to 
flat-pack the design and so went ahead with 
investing in expanded premises. 

"The investment was at a difficult time, but 
we took a long-term view so that when the 
market does pick up we will be in a position to 
capitalise. 

"These are the sort of decisions you cannot 
afford to get wrong. It was a brave move, but 
the company has a strong financial base, so we 
were able to do it without borrowing." 

Competition in the marketplace has also been 
a factor in Gopak's decision. 

Diane Ponting, sales and marketing director, 
said: "Buying from importers may give you just 
a standard design, but we have thousands of 
different ones which can accommodate any 
need or requirement."

‘We need women’ 
say building chiefs 

CONSTRUCTION companies in Kent and the 
South East should take steps to attract more 
females to meet the industry's need to find top 
talent, according to a survey conducted on the 
CITB-ConstructionSkills website. 

The survey showed that most respondents 
(60 per cent) felt it was important for employers 
to bring more females into construction in order 
to 'attract more talented individuals' (47.5 per 
cent) and to ensure the workforce better 
reflected society's demographics (13 per cent). 

For those who thought it was not important 
for industry to do more to attract women (nine 
per cent), most suggested that activity in this 
area was ‘just political correctness'. 

Sara Pearce, sector strategy manager for 
CITB-ConstructionSkills South East said: "It's 
really encouraging to see the comments and 
enthusiasm around increasing the number of 
women in the industry - it's hugely important to 
have the widest possible talent pool to draw 
from irrespective of gender, race, sexual 
orientation, ethnicity or faith. 

"We need quality candidates coming into the 
construction industry in the South East, and there 
are already many examples of women doing really 
well, but we still need to challenge some 
prevailing misconceptions that are damaging to 
our efforts to attract the best talent." 


Minister’s rules for 
young apprentices 

APPRENTICESHIPS will last for a minimum of 
12 months guaranteeing improvements in 
training and workplace learning, skills minister 
John Flayes has announced. 

The new standards will come into force for all 
age groups from August, subject to consultation 
with providers and employers. 

For those aged 19 and over apprenticeships 
will last between one to four years unless prior 
learning or attainment has been recorded. 
Apprenticeships for 16-18 year olds will last a 
minimum of 12 months without exception. 

Mr Flayes said: "The momentum we have 
created by building the apprenticeship brand has 
brought about unprecedented success for the 
apprenticeship programme. 

"The majority of apprenticeships are the gold 
standard in vocational training. They boost 
individuals' life chances and build the skills that 
drive growth. They also provide a great return on 
public money. This has been independently 
recognised with the National Audit Office finding 
that apprenticeships generate £18 for the 
economy for every £1 spent. 

"But we must be relentless in our drive to ensure 
all apprenticeships are as good as the best." 


College head defends 
apprenticeship schemes 


MIDKENT College acting prin¬ 
cipal Sue McLeod has come 
out in defence of apprentice¬ 
ships following criticism of the 
training schemes by the BBC’s 
flagship current affairs show 
Panorama. 

The BBC One show last 
week featured examples of bad 
practice in the further educa¬ 
tion sector, and criticised 
some colleges’ use of subcon¬ 
tractors in delivering work- 
based training. 

The programme claimed 
there was little scrutiny over 
how public money was being 
spent on the schemes. 

However, Ms McLeod offered 
a strong defence of apprentice¬ 
ships, and was keen to 
stress that the ac¬ 
tions of a minor¬ 
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ity should not 
undermine 
the true 
value and 
worth of 
training 
p r o - 
grammes. 

She said: 7 
“Appren¬ 
ticeships are 
an important 
way of preparing 
young people for em- ~ ~ 
ployment and are vital to the 
Government’s strategy for eco¬ 
nomic recovery. 

“At a time when youth un¬ 
employment is high, we should 
be doing all we can to champi¬ 
on a scheme that for many 
years has linked up local and 
national firms with hard-work¬ 
ing trainees for the benefit of 
everyone involved. 

“MidKent College is ap¬ 
proved by the Skills Funding 
Agency to offer both appren¬ 
ticeships and advanced ap¬ 
prenticeships, and it is in our 
best interests to provide the 
best education possible for 
those who rely on us to help 
them into employment. 




“In respect to subcontractors 
- which the Government 
supports the use of - we only 
use those who meet our high 
expectations.” 

Earlier this year nine Mid- 
Kent College apprentices lost 
their jobs when the Sheerness- 
based metalwork firm Thames- 
teel went bust. 

But thanks to the efforts of 
staff in the college’s business 
development unit and JobShop, 
all have now found alternative 
employment to enable them to 
complete their training. 

The speed in which they 
found new jobs, said Ms 
McLeod, was largely due to the 
quality of training they had al¬ 
ready received. 

She added: “Our 
response to the

f students at 
heart. 

“Their ed¬ 
ucation and 
~ welfare is top of 
our list of priorities, 
I and always will be. 

“Colleges like ours are not-for- 
profit organisations which serve 
our communities for the long 
term. It is not in our interests to 
provide poor quality education.” 

A taskforce was been set up 
by Kent County Council after 
the closure of the Thamesteel 
plant in Sheerness in January 
and the loss of 350 jobs. 

The steel firm went into 
administration last month 
with 350 of the 400 staff being 
told they were being made 
redundant. 

MP for Sittingbourne and 
Sheppey Gordon Henderson 
has been trying to stop equip¬ 
ment at the plant from being 
sold abroad.

Each school, with the help of 
KCC Local members, will be 
provided with a train and track 
to create a portable shelf-style 
layout on a board 75cm x 
200cm.

More than 100 schools have 
applied for the 5 0 train sets avail¬ 
able.

Designers get 
their stripes 
with Radio 4 
slimming 
clothes test 

FASHION design students at the University for 
the Creative Arts (UCA) Rochester have been 
working with Radio 4 to settle the age-old 
question of whether stripes really can make you 
look thinner. 

Val Watham, a finalist on Radio 4's So You 
Want to Be a Scientist, devised an experiment to 
test whether stripes affect people's perception 
of size. She then turned to UCA for help. 

A team of volunteers from the fashion design 
course made up a range of shirts and dresses 
with the stripes positioned horizontally and 
vertically. Students were then filmed wearing 
each of the dresses and shirts, plus a plain black 
alternative. Visitors to the BBC Science tent at 
Edinburgh Science Festival in ApriL will be asked 
to watch the videos and estimate what size the 
model is in each of the clips. 

To make sure the study is scientifically valid, 
Val has also been working with psychologist Dr 
Peter Thompson from the University of York. 

He is an expert in visual perception and has 
helped to design the test that will be carried out 
at Edinburgh Science Festival. 

Val said: "Working with UCA has been a great

experience - the students have been fantastic. 
Not only have they made up the garments, but 
they also volunteered to act as models. 

"I hope that the data we gather from this 
experiment will shed more Light on the way 
different patterns affect our perception of size." 

Thomas Williams, one of the first year fashion 
design students who volunteered to make the 
garments, said: "I was really excited at having 
the opportunity to work with the BBC." 

Fellow student Luq ALi added: "I own Loads of 
stripy clothes and I definitely do think they have 
an impact on perception of size. I can't wait until 
the findings are revealed (in June)."

Ever wondered what goes on in Paul Merton's head? Now you can find out 



N OT quite ready to be placed in 
Room 101 just yet, panel-show 
regular and comedic TV star 
Paul Merton is bringing his 
new stand-up show to Kent this 
month. 

Out Of My Head is Merton’s first newly- 
written show since 1998, but getting back on 
the horse can’t have been too daunting for the 
Have I Got News For You funnyman as he has 
already bagged a whopping 50 dates for this 
tour. 

The new show will give fans an unprecedented 
insight into the wondrous workings of Merton’s 
mind. The stand-up will be interspersed with 
sketches, music, magic, variety and perhaps 
even some dancing girls. 

Merton has been at the top of his game for 
more than two decades, serving a massive 22 
years behind the Have I Got News For You desk 
with Ian Hislop. However, for the coming tour 
Merton will be joining up with pals Lee 
Simpson, Richard Vranch and Suki Webster, 
who all take part in the show. 

He said: “We’re having such a great time. 

It’s about taking the plunge and devising a 
show that is fully scripted. It has stand-up, 
sketches, interaction with the audience and a 
few things that will startle people. Working on a 
tour that starts off as a mere jotting on the back 
of a fag packet and develops into a spectacular 
show is a sheer joy.” 

Having been a key member of the 
country’s most famous improvisational troupe, 
The Comedy Store Players, since its formation 
in 1985, Merton is an expert in doing things off 
the cuff. 

He said: “I get such a buzz from performing 
live. It’s the best rush in the world - better than 
anything else you can think of. If you’re trying 
to convince a TV producer that something is 
funny, it can take ages. But if you have a good 
idea with The Comedy Store Players, you just 
say it there and then. 

“You don’t have to take it to a commissioning 
editor, or get a budget and have the comedy 
kicked out of it by a committee. And you 
immediately know whether it’s funny because 
you’ll hear the sound of laughter - or not.” 

Merton has also enjoyed a successful career 
as a travel-documentary presenter, producing 
memorable pieces such as Paul Merton In 
China, Paul Merton In India, Paul Merton In 
Europe and Paul Merton’s Adventures. But, as 
he explained, there is still nothing to compare to 
the stand-up game. 

He said: “It’s so inspiring. You just ride the 


wave of laughter and then you might come up 
with something. Ralph Richardson used to talk 
about pushing a huge ball up a hill to the point 
where it gains momentum and starts rolling 
down the other side. That’s what live comedy is 
like. The only snag is, you have to do it while 
trying to look completely relaxed.” 

The comedian stays ‘in the zone’ by 


performing every week with his impro troupe, 
meaning he is ready for anything at all times. 

He said: “That [the troupe] feeds into 
everything else I do. When Have I Got News For 
You comes around, I don’t think ‘Oh no, I’m a 
bit rusty’. Doing The Comedy Store Players 
every Sunday means you’re match-fit all the 
time. It’s a performance muscle. If it’s not 


getting flexed, it gets flabby. That’s why people 
who haven’t been onstage for a while struggle 
when they go back to the theatre - because it’s 
a completely different discipline.” 

In the Out Of My Head show, Merton will 
no longer have to be put on the spot, something 
that allows him to relax a little... but not 
too much. 

“With this show we get to repeat moments 
we really enjoy. In impro, you can’t go back 
and do it again, but here you get the chance to 
create a show over a sustained period of 
rehearsal - and that’s wonderful.” 

It has been almost 15 years since Merton took 
to the stage on his own for a stand-up show 
and, as he explained, the experience wasn’t one 
he wanted to repeat too often. 

He said: “Having spent so many years 
working with other people, when I did a stand- 
up tour on my own in 1998 I really didn’t enjoy 
sitting on my own in the dressing room during 
the interval. All the same, I’m sure I’ll be sitting 
there on this tour thinking ‘Why did I bring 
those guys along?’.” 

Out of My Head will cover a variety of themes, 
including the class system and the spell Merton 
spent in hospital after falling ill from anti¬ 
malaria tablets. 

But the overriding theme of the show is 
imagination: “I went to a Catholic school. 

When I was 10,1 wrote an essay which the nun 
who was teaching me really didn’t like because 
it was imaginative. She didn’t like imagination. 

“It was one of those things that you know is 
desperately unfair but can’t do anything about 
because you are only 10. 

“So I began thinking ‘A nun who is wrong 
about something so fundamental might well be 
wrong about other stuff, too’. Imagination has 
built my entire career. This show is a 
celebration of imagination.”

The Red Lion still roars in 
a display of culinary pride 


I T is one of life’s more dispiriting 
experiences... the well-meaning 
recommendation of the idyllic Kentish 
country pub that in fact pitches you up at 
some charmless 1970s box surrounded by 
new housing estates on the edge of town. 
Dispiriting and indeed increasingly frequent 
to the point where you wonder whether such 
places actually exist. The good news, however, 
is that they do. 

Standing head and shoulders above a sea of 
mediocrity with, it should be stressed, a select 
few, is The Red Lion in Stodmarsh. But then it 
always has, at least for as long as I can 
remember. 

Run for so long and so memorably by the 
wonderfully eccentric Robert Whigham, who 
enjoyed his own sliver of televisual fame on a 
show devoted to Red Lions across the country, 
the pub is now in the hands of his daughter 
Charlotte and her partner Justin Legge. 

The chef is Justin’s brother Darren, whose 
work has in recent years graced both The Old 
Coach And Horses in Harbledown and Riverside 
Restaurant Bar And Grill in Canterbury. 

Justin and Darren’s father was Dave Lee, the 
much-loved comedian who died earlier this 
year. All in all, you can’t help but feel that here, 
in its way, lies a place at the heart of east Kent. 



Nevertheless, it is not a place known to the 
greater masses, most of whom rarely - and 
perhaps thankfully - stray far from the beaten 
track... or A road, for that matter. However, 
those who have chanced upon it join the locals 
in what can sometimes appear a celebration of 
simply being somewhere good. 

The feel is wholly rustic and, even if the 
realities of the 21st century beat within us all, 
here’s somewhere whose warm, intimate and 
welcoming environment takes us back to a 
place that perhaps many of us feel has been lost 
in the furore around us. 


This is a pub that serves food... good food. 
Refreshingly, appearances here are not 
deceptive and I felt completely relaxed in 
selecting it for a meal with two friends. 

Two of us started with duck hash cake with 
fried egg and brown sauce, which was a sheer 
delight, while the third of our number enjoyed 
her crab toasties so much she wondered whether 
she could have more all over again for her main. 

Happily, however, there were more than 
enough options for her to expand her culinary 
experience for the evening and she selected 
smoked-haddock risotto with mussels, which 
she declared “absolutely delicious”. 

In what was becoming something of a theme, 
the third man and I again went down the same 
path, both choosing belly of pork (“with 
crackling!”) and crab-apple jelly. Flawless. 

Pick of the desserts was the bread-and-butter 
pudding with custard, while the Doom Bar ale 
matched the excellent food. An overall price of 
£91 for three could not be faulted, either. 

Lovely pub, lovely village, lovely food, lovely 
beer. All really rather... well, lovely.

AFTER some years in the creative doldrums, 
nobody could say that Citroen isn’t now back to 
its maverick best. 

We’ve had the C5 attack German premium 
marques with its teutonic styling, the DS3 take a 
pop at BMW’s lucrative Mini sales, and there’s 
even a C6 luxury model evoking memories of the 
original DS series from 19 5 5-75 - it isn’t a great 
seller but has focused attention on the brand. 

And now we have the latest new-age DS, 
taking on premium SUVs like the Audi 03 
and BMW XI and X3 - what will the French 
marque have a go at next? 

Even then it’s not easy to define the new DS5, 
since it looks a different car from all angles: it’s 
tall, but it’s long - and yet it’s shorter than you 
think. 

The bit we can nail down is that it costs from 
£22,400, ranging up to £32,200 for the 
flagship DSport spec with Hybrid4 powertrain - 
counterpart to sister brand Peugeot’s 3008 
Hybrid4 that’s also just hit the market. 

The hybrid format (from £2 7,600) brings the 
DS5 into conflict with all-wheel drive SUVs by 
virtue of the electric power to rear wheels - the 
front ones are powered conventionally by the 
car’s 163bhp 2.0-litre diesel engine. 

Citroen obviously fancies winding up the 
Germans again by appealing particularly to 
image-conscious company car user choosers 
who also have an eye on their tax bill. 

They will note that the Hybrid4’s dual 
powertrain can combine to deliver sparkling 
performance and traction, while C02 emissions 
below lOOg/km exempt it from both road tax 
and the London Congestion Charge, while 
business users pay a Benefit-in-Kind tax rate of 
just 10 per cent. 

On the other hand, there are some good 
powertrains to choose from the cheaper models; 
the powerful and smooth 200bhp THP petrol 
unit developed jointly by Peugeot-Citroen and 
BMW, plus two diesel options. 

And while the eye-catching exterior might, 
nevertheless, divide opinion you can be sure 
that few people will dislike the luxurious 
aviation-inspired cabin. 

This adaptable five-door also has five full-size 
seats and up to 465 litres of boot space, with 
hi-tech goodies such as keyless access and start, 
a colour head-up display and a new Lane 
Departure Warning System (LDWS) for when 
the driver gets sleepy on long journeys - a 
potential life-rtsaver. 

Perhaps not surprsingly for such an 
innovative car, the DS5 had already picked up 
several awards ahead of launch, including Top 
Gear magazine’s Family Car of the Year award. 

It also secured the maximum five-star Euro 
NCAP crash test rating and Citroen expects 
the car to appeal most to men over 3 5 who 
are “typically energetic business leaders - 
sophisticated, style conscious and early adopters 
of new technologies. ”

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Three-door Veloster opens 
new door for coupe buyers

HYUNDAI left the coupe sector in 2009, after a 
series of models, latterly delivering style plus fun, 
to go with the marque’s familiar value. 

However, with the Korean brand now riding 
high in the UK public eye through acclaimed 
mainstream T models, like the newly-launched 
second generation i30, it was perhaps natural 
that Hyundai would revisit the glamour of the 
coupe sector. 

It has done so by, typically, trying to offer more 
for your money than perceived rivals like the 
racy VW Scirocco or three-door coupe versions 
of standard hatchbacks such as the eye-catching 
Vauxhall Astra GTC. 

With the Veloster (from £17,995), you get 
looks as arresting as the VW and Vauxhall, plus 
an extra side door, and the usual Hyundai value 
for money, high specification and five-year un¬ 
limited mileage warranty. 

That additional door - kerbside for rear pas¬ 
sengers - could be a winner for some buyers 
with young children, who might want a racy 
motor, but don’t want the hassle of tipping front 
seats or leaning right into the back to belt up 
their kids. 

It’s also a unique proposition on the UK mar¬ 
ket; the only rival is the Mini Clubman, which 
also has a single rear side door, but on the wrong 
side - who wants their children exiting on the 
opposite side to the pavement? 

The Veloster’s extra door is nicely integrated 
into the car’s profile and, since you never view 
both sides together, you’ll never spot the differ¬ 
ence anyway - though the curious will note 
that the rear side windows and centre pillars are 
different. 

The overall style of the car is low slung with a 
particularly rakish rear roofline that, as in 
any coupe, compromises rear headroom, while 
legroom is also fairly tight. 

Still, there is a decent size boot and ultimate

load area with seats folded and the Veloster has 
much else to recommend inside too; the brand 
continues its seemingly unstoppable rise in inte¬ 
rior quality and design, although it would be 
nice to see some real brushed alloy highlights 
rather than coloured plastic versions. 

The big standard fit central information/en¬ 
tertainment screen is well thought out and the 
dashboard controls are logical and nicely to 
hand, so the car offers coupe-style without great 
compromises in practicality - many canny buy¬ 
ers will like that a lot, in conjunction with a 
tempting price and that Hyundai warranty. 

You also get lots for your money: our entry 
level 1.6 GDi model comes with alloys, rear 
spoiler, tyre pressure monitoring, eco drive indi¬ 
cator, reversing sensors and more that you 
wouldn’t expect. 

Where the car does have a problem is with its 
name; Veloster implies, well, velocity and this car 


has none of the coupe variety in its present format. 

A 138bhp 1.6-litre petrol unit is the sole 
engine choice - for now, I hope - and it doesn’t 
really help the car live up to its moniker. 

Our test car also happened to be the six-speed 
DCT auto version, which is slightly slower too 
though fuel economy is better than the standard 
six-speed manual car. 

By comparison, the Scirocco and Astra GTC 
line-ups include lively small turbocharged petrol 
units that deliver the performance to go with 
styling, and that’s just what the Veloster lacks 
currently. 

The good news is the Veloster’s chassis has the 
potential to take the extra power; it keeps its 
composure and a flat stance on corners and only 
the lifeless steering detracts from a decent drive. 

That said, many buyers won’t worry about 
any of this when coupe looks can be had with 
such a practical bonus as that third side door.

HAVING a theory is all well and good in 
any walk of Life, but in cricket, if that 
theory is from Jimmy Adams then you can 
bet it will work.

Doran claims podium spot 
despite plenty of bad luck

SITTINGBOURNE’S Liam Doran came through 
an eventful qualifying to claim his place on the 
podium at the Monster Energy International 
Rallycross Festival at Lydden H ill Race Circuit. 

Doran who was driving in his new Citroen 
DS3 won the B final, and then claimed third 
place in the A final having been beaten by Amer¬ 
ican Tanner Foust, and Norwegian Mats Lysen 
in the event which formed the first round of the 
2012 FIA European Championship for rallycross 
drivers 

Doran appeared to encounter every possible 
problem in the qualifying heats and started from 
third place on the B final grid. 

“To achieve that from the back feels better 
than a win. As a driver there’s more satisfaction 
in racing, passing people and getting a result 
than the win just dropping in your lap,” he said. 

“After the heats I thought I was going home. I 
was quite lucky to qualify for the B final. 

“How often can you spin in two heats and stall 
in the other, qualify in the B final and then get 
onto the podium? I’m really happy but other 
people don’t understand why because they 
haven’t seen the dramas we’ve gone through. 

“And I’ve kept the car in one piece, which on 
recent outings hasn’t always been a nailed-on 
guarantee. 

“In the final I kept my head cool and just drove 
round and got the result, I’m really happy be¬ 
cause if nothing the else the rest of the supercar 
guys are going to go away from here thinking 


‘Oh my God, we’ve got a problem now’. 

“This is the first race with this car, a whole 
new team working together for the first time and 
the first time we’ve run the Citroen DS3 in the 
wet. So to come here and that be fast - we had 
the fastest single lap in every heat - is pretty 
amazing, without the issues we had in the quali¬ 
fying races it would have been a doddle.” 

He paid tribute to his team for producing a 


great car: “The team have got this result, the en¬ 
gine is as strong as hell and the chassis is great, 
I’ve just got to drive it round. 

“The championship is going to be hugely com¬ 
petitive this year, you can see that from the re¬ 
sults here, but I feel much more confident than I 
did at this stage last year.” 

The second round of the championship takes 
place in France on April 28-29.

Relegation decider looms for 
Sittingbourne in tough game 


FEARS of the drop could be eased 
at Sittingbourne FC this weekend if 
the Brickies pick up points in their 
Kent derby against Folkestone 
Invicta. 

Joe Dowley's side sit third from 
bottom in the Ryman One South, 
but he is confident they will beat 
the drop as they are six points clear 
of the bottom two Burgess Hill 
Town and Whytleafe. 

There is just one relegation spot 
to fill this season after Croydon 
were liquidated earlier in the year. 

"We are six points clear with 
three games to go," he said. 

"If we can get a result this 
weekend it puts us nine clear of the 
danger zone. 

"The other two teams have got 
tough games, we should be okay. 

"It will be a tough game, they are 
always good games against 
Folkestone. 

"They are a strong side, they 
have got a couple of talented 
forwards who are on form. 

"There is no reason why we can't 
go there and get a result."

One change 
will need to be made to the side as 
captain Johnathon Hogg is missing 
because of a long-standing 
personal commitment. 

Their remaining two fixtures see 
them host Godaiming Town, before 
the last game of the season away 
to Walton & Hersham. 


Bragging rights to be won 
in derby clash for safe duo 


DESPITE Faversham and Whitsta- 
ble sitting safely in midtable there 
is still plenty to play for as the two 
sides meet in the Ryman One 
South tomorrow. 

Faversham boss Ray Turner is 
keen for his players to go out and 
express themselves in the Kent 
derby fixture, and doesn't want the 
players to show any drop in drive 
as the season comes to a close. 

"It’s a good fixture for us," he 
said. "I'm hoping we can get a few 
people into the game. 

"Both sides are sitting midtable, 
so I'm hoping both sets players can 
express themselves. 

"It's down to the players and 
myself to try to finish as strong as 
we can. We are 16 points clear of 
relegation but well clear of the 
play-offs. 

"It's important that the players 
have got that drive. 

“It has got to be a fully commit¬ 
ted performance." 

He said there will be a restruc¬ 
ture of the club next season with 
the introduction of a number of 
new youth teams which will then 
help feed the first team with young 
talent.

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Lack of FA Cup 
isn’t a problem 

KENT hasn’t had an FA Cup 
finalist since the Royal Engineers 
in 1878, it's never had a top flight 
professional team unless you count 
Woolwich Arsenal before 1913, and in 
nearly a century since it's never had more 
than two clubs in the Football League, 
where Gillingham have been the sole 
representatives for the past 21 years. 

There is one area however, where Kent 
at least punches its weight. 

Of the 266 clubs who started this 
season in the national non-league system 
(above the Step Five level where county 
leagues operate), 13 are from Kent. If you 
cheat a bit and include Welling, Bromley 
and Cray that accounts for nearly six per 
cent of the total - not bad for a county 
which has three per cent of England's 
population. 

What's unusual is how seldom any of 
these clubs have come to even challeng¬ 
ing for a place in the Football League - 
and with it Gillingham's almost unbroken 
reign as Kent's top side. 

In the 92 years since Gillingham were 
elected as founder members of Division 
Three South, they've been the highest- 
ranked Kent side in the football pyramid in 
every season bar one. 

1989-90, when Gillingham came 14th 
in Division Four of the Football League 
and Maidstone United finished fifth, 
remains the only time Gillingham have 
been dethroned by another Kent side, 
although very occasionally another team 
has challenged. 

Gillingham dropped back into the 
Southern League for a few years either side 
of World War Two and in 1949-50, to date 
their last season as a non-league team, they 
finished fifth, with Dartford sixth and 
Gravesend & Northfleet seventh. 

Gillingham's dominance has otherwise 
been remarkably consistent. Since 
Maidstone's fleeting reign - which came at a 
ruinous financial cost - Dover, Ebbsfleet and 
Margate have all been in the Conference, 
without ever seriously threatening to get 
into the Football League. 

Gillingham did once nearly drop out of it 
in 1993-94, when Dover were eighth in the 
Conference, but since then the gap has 
widened. 

Although Sussex now has a second 
Football League side in Crawley, it's 
unlikely they'll challenge Brighton in the 
short or long term, while Norwich and 
Ipswich have no serious competition in 
Norfolk and Suffolk respectively. 

Even in places like Northampton and 
Lincoln someone like Rushden or Boston 
occasionally comes along for a few seasons. 

It would only take a bad year at Priestfield 
and they might be in the same division as 
Ebbslfeet, but it’s felt Gillingham are 
untouchable for at least another 10 years. 

Andy Hessenthaler also felt Ebbsfleet's 
financial situation would hold them back 
and rated Dartford as biggest short-term 
threat due to their fan base and 
facilities. He also felt Maidstone 
might return.
